Guernsey cattle the various lots. The buildings and cattle 
yards cover quite large tract land, the cows are not kept 
altogether—only from twenty-five fifty are each lot. 

The growth this herd has been quite remarkable. 
August 1918, the average number cows being milked was 
ninety-nine. the same month 1919, this number had 
been increased 1920 the number was 255; 1921 
was 349; 1922, the average number being milked daily 
was 447, and June 1923, the average number milked

showed average production 304 pounds butter 
the last testing year they had 387 cows the association, and 
their average production was 350.4 pounds butter fat, 
average increase 46.4 pounds butter fat per cow. 

The farm located the beautiful San Fernando Valley 
about twenty miles out Los Angeles the Ventura Boule- 
vard. consists 600 acres—405 this alfalfa, which 
furnishes from seven eight cuttings year average 
about ten tons per acre. Fifteen hundred tons corn silage 
put each year. This produced eighty acres land.

CHARLES BIDDLE

Nicholas Biddle and Andalusia, the name under which 
his Guernseys were registered? glance back through the 
files the reveals the fact that Nicholas Biddle was 
among the foremost breeders the old school the days 
Kent, Hazard and Michener.

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WHY BUY TUBERCULOSIS? 


Thousands good pure bred herds dairy cattle the 
United States are under federal supervision for the 
cation tuberculosis. Not only members the veterinary 
profession, but scientists, physicians, welfare workers, and 
live stock men have all been represented the development 
system whereby tuberculosis can made thing the 
past. The disease has been fought for years, both men 
and animals, and finally Robert Koch described the real 
cause the disease, the bacteria, and produced the serum. 
opened wide field operation leading toward the grad- 
ual extermination the disease. are still long way 
from that point, but have certainly progressed far enough, 
that are able look forward the time when may 
safely buy milk without inquiring whether not comes 
from tuberculin tested herds. 

Among recent developments the field the publica- 
tion circular number 249, the Bureau Animal In- 
dustry, the United States Department Agriculture, 
entitled, Testing Live Stock.” The whole 
subject tuberculosis and tuberculin testing thoroughly 
expounded and complete discussion the tests used are 
given such way that they are easily understood all. 

most states legislation has been enacted which provides 
for indemnity for condemned tubercular animals after 
examination the state federal inspectors. Millions are 
appropriated annually the state legislature towards the 
maintenance supervising system. While many states 
which the dairy industry almost predominant have 
yet failed their part the great campaign, many 
others have displayed commendable energy taking steps 
bring about the best conditions. 

Among other states which now stand out progressively 
before the rest the country the state Kansas, with its 
17,000 head pure bred dairy cattle. communication 
from Becker the Department Dairy Husbandry, 
the Kansas State Agricultural College, informs 
the workings ruling which went into effect last August. 
Briefly provides that cattle used for milk produc- 
tion cannot sold private public sale unless sold under 
retest guarantee, the retest applied veterinarian. 
holding permit from the state federal commissioners. 
This going even one step further than the federal pro- 
vision which prohibits the inter state shipment live stock 
without certificate health. 

will long and slow process until all the state 
legislators are brought the point where they know that 
every dollar appropriated for the eradication bovine 
tuberculosis just one more dollar appropriated safe- 
guard the national health and welfare. State and local 
Guernsey breeders’ associations can play 
influencing local legislative bodies appropriate suitable 
sums for indemnities and for the maintenance new sys- 
tem. This one more place where the dairy industry 
whole may send call for members each its branches 
work together for the common good. matter what the 
breed cattle, the owner can his small part toward the 
final achievement that ideal state, when not only counties 
but whole states will free the disease.
